fifO. GANiZATiOH BILL IIP HEXT 


Should Measures Adopted by the Sen* 
ate Extendino Terms of County Offi­ 
cials Become Law Few Names Will 
Appear on Tickets to Be Voted on 
in 1924— Senate Refuses to Advance 
Minimum Wage Bill. 


The senate has now passed bills to 
lengthen the terms of <*ounty record­ 
ers. county clerks, prosecuting attor­ 
neys and county surveyors. 
These 
bills would make terms four years in­ 
stead of two, beginning with the elec­ 
tion in November, 1922. 
It does not, 
however, extend the terms of present 
int uni Lent*.

Mr. Ucichenlmcli prizes the speci­ 
men very highly, 
lie keeps It in a 
little wooden box like a coffin. 
For­ 
merly he was barber In the Hotel of 
St. George, and one day John L, Sul­ 
livan, the famous pugilist, happened 
In and Joe showed him a specimen of 
the odd fish. Sullivan was deeply im- 
pressed. and expressed a wish to have 
one like It, so Joe made him a gift 
of a duplicate of the fish. 
There are other peeuliuritles about 
this fish skeleton which Joe has. When 
It 1» lifted up and shifted there Is a 
rattling in the skull like dice rolling. 
Those are what are known ai the “air 
bones.”—Brooklyn Eagle.
